They showed inter-com- 
pany transactions involving many 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

Little, if anything, was expect- 
ed to be realised from the assets.

This has been realised as a re- 
sult of the sale of Kreuger and 
Toll’s holding of about 93 per 
cent. of the capital stock of. the 
Boliden Gold -Mining Company. 

Valuable Holdings 

This company owned valuable 
gold producing properties in Nor- 
thern Sweden. Some months be- 
fore Kreuger’s suicide the Boliden 
shares were pledged by. Kreuger 
as security-to his own personal in- 
debtedness. 

As part of the same transaction, 
Kreuger.2nd Toll were relieved of 
approximately £2,800,000 of liabi- 
lities in respect of these shares.
